GOVERNORS  OF  SIR  PATRICK  DUN’S  HOSPITAL 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1929.

The  Governors,  in  presenting  their  128th  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1929,  have  pleasure  in  informing  all  the  friends  of, 
and  subscribers  to,  the  Hospital,  that  work  has  been  main¬ 
tained  at  a  high  level  in  every  department  during  the  last 
twelve  months.  They  are  also  pleased  to  state  that  during 
the  year  there  has  been  steady  progress  in  the  direction  of 
making  the  Hospital  in  every  way  a  really  up-to-date 
Institution. 

The  number  of  intern  patients  treated  during  the  year 
was  1,577,  of  which  number  420  were  treated  entirely  free 
of  charge.  The  number  of  out-patients  was  28,874,  of  whom 
4,000  paid  nothing,  the  remainder  paying  6d.  and  3d.  for  both 
medicine  and  advice.  The  following  table  shows  the 
corresponding  figures  for  intern  and  extern  patients  for  the

Attention  is  once  again  drawn  to  the  large  number  of 
patients  treated  free.  All  those  who  are  able  to  do  so  con¬ 
tribute  to  their  maintenance  in  proportion  to  their  means, 
but  many  who  are  included  under  the  term  of  pay  patients 
only  pay  from  2/6  to  5/-  per  week,  and  only  a  very  small 
minority,  24  in  all,  were  able  to  pay  the  full  maintenance 
charge  of  three  guineas  per  week.  Those  who  are  treated 
free,  or  for  very  small  charges,  are  admitted  almost  entirely 
from  the  very  poor  working-class  neighbourhood  in  which 
the  Hospital  is  situated,  and  the  necessity  of  providing  for 
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such  cases  imposes  a  very  serious  charge  on  the  Hospital 
finances.  Furthermore,  the  expenses  of  medical  and  surgical 
‘treatment  have  increased  enormously  of  recent  years.  Fifty 
years  ago  medical  treatment  was  comparatively  inexpensive. 
Now,  the  introduction  of  serums,  vaccines,  insulin,  and  many 
other  remedies,  in  addition  to  the  increased  expenses  in 
connection  with  modern  surgery,  involves  much  expenditure. 
But,  in  return  for  this  expenditure,  the  public  should  realise 
that  the  stay  of  individual  patients  in  hospital  is  now  much 
shorter  than  in  former  years,  and  that  many  patients  who 
formerly  would  have  died,  or  become  chronic  invalids,  are 
now  restored  to  working  capacity.  The  Governors,  there¬ 
fore,  feel  justified  in  making  a  special  appeal  on  the  score 
of  charity  and  of  efficiency  for  extended  support. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Hospital  was  held  on 
Thursday,  21st  March,  1929.  His  Excellency  the  Governor- 
General  honoured  the  Hospital  by  taking  the  chair,  and  after 
the  meeting  performed  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  foundation 
stone  of  the  new  wing.  The  foundation  stone,  engraved 
with  the  words,  “  This  foundation  stone  of  new  wing  was 
laid  by  His  Excellency,  James  McNeill,  Governor-General 
of  Irish  Free  State,  on  21st  day  of  March,  1929,”  has  been 
placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  wing.  A  suitably  inscribed 
silver  trowel  was  presented  to  His  Excellency  as  a  memento, 
and  the  Architect,  Mr.  W.  Sedgwick  Keatinge,  presented 
the  Hospital  with  a  mallet,  also  suitably  engraved.  On 
the  evening  of  the  meeting  an  appeal  for  funds  was  broadcast 
from  the  Dublin  Station,  and  subsequently  a  special  Appeal 
Letter  was  issued. 

As  stated  in  our  last  year’s  Report,  the  new  wing,  when 
completed,  will  contain  modern  operating  theatres,  a 
sterilising  room,  an  anaesthetist’s  room,  a  lift  which  has 
been  designed  specially  to  serve  the  entire  Hospital,  a 
department  for  accident  cases,  and  a  Lady  Almoner’s  room. 
The  wing  is  now  nearing  completion,  and,  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  ready  for  the  treatment  of  patients  early  in  1930.  The 
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funds  expended  on  its  construction  were  those  obtained  by 
the  Forward  Movement  Campaign  of  1924.  This  wing  is 
only  the  first  part  of  a  much  more  extensive  building,  which 
is  urgently  required.  The  Governors  appeal  for  funds  for 
the  equipment  of  the  wing,  and  also  to  enable  them  to 
make  the  contemplated  extensions. 

The  Governors  have  much  pleasure  in  announcing  that, 
owing  to  the  generosity  of  one  of  their  old  subscribers,  who^ 
is  much  interested  in  medical  progress,  they  hope  to  establish,, 
almost  immediately,  a  modern  electro-therapeutic  and 
massage  department,  in  the  space  formerly  occupied  by  the 
old  operating  theatre.  This  department,  when  completed, 
will  be  the  most  up-to-date  of  its  kind  in  Dublin,  and  should 
prove  of  enormous  value,  not  only  in  treatment,  but  in  the 
training  of  students  and  nurses  in  this  most  valuable  branch 
of  Therapeutics. 

In  addition  to  the  expenditure  on  the  new  wing,  an 
expenditure  of  funds  contributed  specially  for  reconstruction 
purposes,  it  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  draw  heavily 
on  the  general  funds  in  order  to  bring  the  Nurses’  Home 
in  Mount  Street  into  a  more  suitable  condition.  For  many 
years  the  Governors  had  been  aware  that  these  premises 
were  quite  out-of-date,  and  were  even  deficient  in  suitable 
lavatory  and  bathroom  accommodation,  but,  owing  to  the 
serious  financial  position  of  the  Hospital,  they  hesitated  to 
embark  on  the  much-needed  improvements.  During  this 
year  they  felt  that  such  improvements  could  be  postponed  no 
longer,  and  they  are  now  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
Home  has  been  made  comfortable.  The  improvements,  it  is 
hoped,  will  lead  to  much  economy  in  the  management  of  the 
Home. 

The  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation  in  the  main 
building  of  the  Hospital  has  always  been  a  source  of  much 
anxiety.  The  Hospital  is  an  old  building,  and  all  attempts 
at  reconstruction  and  extension  are  both  difficult  and 
expensive.  A  plan  has,  however,  now  been  worked  out 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  lead  to  a  great  improvement. 
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Structural  alterations  have  been  carried  out  in  the  existing 
out-patient  department,  with  a  view  to  facilitating  the  more 
efficient  and  rapid  treatment  of  the  large  number  of  patients 
who  attend  this  Clinic. 

During  the  year  the  tenant  who  had  occupied  96  Lower 
Mount  Street  surrendered  his  lease,  and,  after  full  consider¬ 
ation,  it  was  decided  to  convert  the  house  into  flats  at  a 
cost  of  about  £650.  It  is  believed  that  the  rent  obtained 
for  the  flats  will  more  than  justify  this  outlay. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Sir 
William  J.  Thompson,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.I.,  which  took  place 
on  10th  June,  1929.  Sir  William  joined  the  Board  in  his 
official  capacity  as  President  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  of  Ireland  in  the  year  1924,  and  at  once  began  to 
take  a  deep  interest  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  At 
the  termination  of  his  period  of  office  as  President,  he  became 
an  elected  Governor.  For  about  twelve  months  before  his 
death  he  acted  as  Chairman,  and  devoted  himself  unsparingly 
to  every  interest  of  the  Institution. 

Also  with  sincere  regret  we  have  to  record  the  death  of 
Professor  John  Mallet  Purser,  which  took  place  on  18th 
September,  1929.  He  was  a  “  Consulting  Physician  ”  to 
the  Hospital  foir  many  years  after  retiring  from  the  Visiting 
Staff,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  following  vote  of  condolence 
which  was  passed  at  the  Board  meeting  held  in  October  :• — 

“  That  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Sir  Patrick  Dun’s 
Hospital  desire  to  place  on  record  their  sense  of  the 
great  loss  the  Hospital  sustained  in  the  death  of 
Professor  John  Mallet  Purser,  who  was  one  of  the 
Consulting  Physicians  to  the  Hospital.  For  over  fifty 
years  Professor  Purser  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  first  as  a  Visiting  Physician,  and  later 
as  Consulting  Physician,  and,  during  the  whole  of  that 
time,  enjoyed  the  esteem,  and  veneration  of  all  those 
who-  were  associated  with  the  administration  of  the 
Hospital.  The  Board  desire  to  convey  to  every 
member  of  his  family  their  most  sincere  sympathy.” 

In  March,  1929,  the  Hospital  was  fortunate  in  securing 
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the  services  of  Mr.  David  Barry,  O.B.E.,  as  a  member  of 
the  Board,  and  later  was  equally  fortunate  in  securing  Lord 
Holmpatrick  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  dea.th  of  Sir 
William  J.  Thompson.  The  only  change  in  the  medical  staff 
during  the  year  was  the  election  of  Dr.  R.  R.  Woods  as 
Assistant  Laryngologist,  and  the  election  of  Dr.  G.  V. 
Griffith  as  Assistant  Surgeon. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year  Miss  Thornton,  who  had 
occupied  the  post  of  Lady  Superintendent  for  fourteen  years, 
decided  to  resign,  and  her  resignation  was  accepted  by  the 
Governors  with  much  regret.  Miss  Thornton  entered  the 
Hospital  as  a  probationer  in  October,  1901.  After  com¬ 
pletion  of  her  course,  she  was  appointed  Theatre  Sister  in 
the  Hospital,  after  which  she  acted  as  Sister  in  Elpis  Private 
Nursing  Home,  and  held  that  post  until  she  was  elected 
Matron  of  Portobello  Private  Hospital,  a  post  which  she 
filled  till  she  returned  to  Sir  Patrick  Dun’s  Hospital  as 
Matron  in  1915. 

On  the  occasion  of  her  retirement  the  Governors  and 
Medical  Staff  presented  her  with  a  silver  salver  as  testimony 
of  the  high  esteem  in  which  she  was  held  by  everyone  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Hospital,  and  in  appreciation  of  the  excellent 
service  which  she  had  rendered  during  so  many  years. 

Miss  P.  W.  Northey,  recently  Assistant  Matron  of  the 
Albert  Dock  Hospital,  London,  E.16,  was  elected  Lady 
Superintendent  in  place  of  Miss  Thornton  in  April,  1929. 

The  Governors  desire  to  convey  once  more  their  thanks 
to  the  British  and  Irish  Steam,  Packet  Company,  Limited, 
for  their  splendid  gift  of  a  wireless  installation.  The 
installation  consists  of  80  Headphones,  and  is  provided  with 
loud  speakers  in  the  Matron’s  room,  Resident’s  room,  the 
Boardroom  and  Nurses’  Home,  while  every  bed  in  the  main 
hospital  block  is  provided  with  heid-phones.  It  is  almost  im¬ 
possible  to  convey  how  great  a  boon  this  has  conferred  on 
the  patients,  the  Nurses  and  the  Resident  Staff.  After  two 
years’  satisfactory  working,  one  may  sav  with  confidence 
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that  no  single  addition  to  the  Hospital  has  ever  added  more 
to  the  pleasure  of  the  patients.

In  connection  with  the  Hospital  finances,  special  atten¬ 
tion  is  directed  to  arrangements  that  have  been  made  with 
various  Companies.  The  officials  and  workers  in  most  of 
these  Companies  contribute  a  small  voluntary  sum  per  week, 
and  the  proceeds  thus  collected,  are  given  to  the  Hospital. 
In  return,  the  Hospital  provides  free  internal  and  external 
treatment  for  all  employees  of  such  Companies.  This 
arrangement  is  obviously  advantageous  to>  both  parties. 
The  Governors  have  endeavoured  during  the  year  to  make 
similar  arrangements  with  other  Companies,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  future  many  more  such  arrangements  will 
be  made. 

The  endowing  of  a  Bed  in  the  wards  may  be  carried  out 
by  the  donation  of  £500  or  the  annual  payment  of  ^25.  A 
Cot  may  be  endowed  for  £2^0  or  £12  10s.  paid  annually 
during  the  Donor’s  lifetime. 

The  Board,  in  conclusion,  desire  to  convey  their  best 
thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the  Linen  Guild  Committee  for  their 
continued  valuable  assistance  rendered  to  the  equipment 
of  bedding,  etc.,  during  the  year. 

The  Governors  return  their  thanks  also  to  the  Matron 
and  Sisters  for  all  the  trouble  they  have  taken  in  making

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REGULATIONS  FOR  NURSING  SCHOOL 
PROBATIONERS  AND  NURSES. 


Women  are  trained  in  this  Hospital  in  Medical, 
Surgical  and  Fever  Nursing. 


1.  Candidates  are  to  apply  in  own  handwriting  to  the 
Lady  Superintendent,  who  will  make  arrangements  for  a 
personal  interview. 

2.  A  Candidate  must  be  over  19  and  under  30  years  of 
age ;  she  must  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
character,  and  also  Medical  and  Dental  Certificates  signed 
respectively  by  a  Physician  and  by  a  Dentist,  on  a  form 
supplied  by  the  Hospital.  In  addition  to'  presenting  a  Medical 
Certificate,  each  Applicant  must  pass  a  Medical  Examination 
by  a  Member  of  the  Hospital  Staff,  before  being  accepted 
as  a  Probationer. 

3.  If  approved,  the  Candidate  will  be  required  to  pay  an 
entrance  fee,  and  to  provide  herself  with  the  necessary 
uniform.  The  Entrance  Fee  will  be  ^52  10s.  od.  for  three 
years’  training.  The  Entrance  Fee  will  be  paid  in  two 
instalments:  one  half  (^26  5s.  od.)  on  entrance,  and  the 
other  half  (£ 26  5s.  od)  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year. 
Probationers  will  enter  the  Preliminary  Training  School  of 
the  Hospital,  where  they  will  receive  instruction  in  theoretical 
and  practical  nursing  before  being  admitted  to  work  in  the 
wards.  A  Probationer’s  salary  will  begin  on  the  date  of  her 
entering  the  Hospital  Wards. 

4.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Matron  and  the  Nursing 
Committee,  a  Probationer  during  the  first  three  months’ 
training  is  considered  unsuitable  or  unfit  for  nursing,  or, 
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should  she  not  wish  to  continue  her  training,  she  will  not 
be  retained.  In  such  case  her  entrance  fee  will  be  returned, 
less  the  sum  of  is.  od.  per  week,  which  will  be  charged 
for  her  maintenance  for  each  week  of  her  stay  in  Hospital. 

5.  Probationers,  if  found  satisfactory,  will  be  required  to 
sign  an  agreement  to  carry  out  any  duties  required  by  the 
Lady  Superintendent  and  to  undertake  to  conform  to  all  rules 
and  regulations. 

6.  The  salary  of  Probationers  and  Nurses  is  as  follows  : — 

First  Year  .  ^10  o  o 

Second  Year  .  ^12  o  o 

Third  Year  . ^14  o  o 

7.  On  entrance  Probationers  are  required  to  provide 
indoor  uniform,  but  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  of 
training,  the  indoor  uniform  will  be  supplied  by  the  Hospital. 

8.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  terminate  the  engage¬ 
ment  of  a  Probationer  at  any  time  before  the  completion  of 
her  Hospital  Training. 

9.  Probationers  must  attend  the  Lectures  of  the  Dublin 
Metropolitan  Technical  School  for  Nurses  on  Anatomy  and 
Surgical  Nursing,  Physiology  and  Medical  Nursing,  Hygiene 
and  Invalid  Cooking,  and  other  subjects  as  may  be  arranged. 
They  must  obtain  the  certificate  of  the  School  after  examina¬ 
tion.  During  the  third  year  of  Training  their  practical 
knowledge  of  nursing  will  be  tested  by  examination. 

10.  At  the  expiration  of  three  years,  the  Probationer  who 
passes  her  final  examinations  and  conducts  herself  in  all 
respects  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Lady  Superintendent,  will 
receive  a  certificate  of  qualification  as  a  Trained  Nurse ; 
this  certificate  will  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  by  two  members  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff,  and  by  the  Lady  Superintendent. 
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11.  Working  hours  for  Nurses  average  56  per  week. 

12.  Nurses  are  given  two  free  afternoons  each  week — 
from  2  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  in  winter,  and  from  2  p.m.  to  10  p.m. 
in  summer,  and  on  Sundays  they  are  “  oft  duty  ”  from  9 
a.m.  to  3  p.m.  or  from  3  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 

13.  Two  days’  “  off  duty  ”  are  given  each  month,  and 
in  addition  Nurses  are  annually  allowed  four  weeks’  holiday.

All  charitable  bequests  are  free  of  legacy  duty.  Devises 
of  lands  or  houses,  to  take  effect,  must  be  made  by  will 
executed  three  months  prior  to  the  testator’s  decease.  No 
will  is  valid  that  is  not  executed  in  presence  of  two  subscrib¬ 
ing  witnesses,  all  signing  in  presence  of  each  other. 
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
